for fertilizer, should be sufficient to 
crow an acre of corn. 
Sandies de­ 
clares that “too many of the boys 
seem to think that if a reasonable 
m arriage I amount of m anure and fertilizer was 
good, an excessive amount was bet­ 
ter.

probably in tin- small ad line. 
Two 
or more pnires usually the first and 
last, of the leading morning papers 
are as from time Immemorial crowded 
with the print announcements with 
■only a bold initial letter to relieve the 
monontom 
The coiisnieuous new feature is the 
•Killed In Action” or the "Roll of 
Honor" section 
“Personal'’ Column an Enigma. 


There is not a colunin and hardly 
an advertisement among the hundreds 
on the page but that directly or indi 
rectiy suggests some phase of the war 
The “Personal” columns, as ever, are 
enigmas except to those who have 
shared the secret of communication by 
this m e a n s but they often flavor of 
patriotism. 
When one reads “ Dearest 
—Am praying for yon; always loyal; 
love.” he may easily imagine It to U* 
some s w e e t h e a r t's possibly vain a t­ 
tem pt to get a word to her soldier 
lover, she knows not ju st w here. 
But one needs to exercise no imagine 
tlou to see the effect of the w ar iu oih 
er instances 
Taking a personal col 
umn haphazard one finds near the top 
such an appeal as this: 
“I w ant to buy a German helm»* 
What offers?" 
There are many suggestions of how 
one may h e lp th e troop-* In training, 
such as th l-e 
“Will anybody lend a pack of har 
rlers or b e tg le s to a regimental mess 
to be b u n te d by the officers until or 
dered abroad?” 
There are those who w ant to locate 
wounded relatives, such as this: 
"If hip laxly has news of Major A. F. 
riarg. the King's Own Scottish l«>r 
derers, wounded at I^e Gateau. Aug. 
2ff. 
will 
they 
please 
communicate 
wltb” 
“Gentlemen idle through the war” 
appears frequently in the appeals for 
employment. 
An “advertiser holding tsist under 
military authority” asks if "a kindly 
dispose*] lady or gentleman will lend 
hint £15 for '[tecial family provision. 
Will repay by installm ents of 10 shii 
lings a week 
Then* is such a one as this to reflect 
the busy days at the w ar office: 
"Officer at war office, long hours, dc- 
aires to let or exchange his house, one 
hour from London.’’ 


Instances of Distress. 


The 4*6ituation Required** section is 
alw ays filled to overflowing these days. 
It contains many pathetic Instances of 
distress. 
There is no knowing how 
many of them are genuine. One reads: 
“Bright English girl in great distress 
owing to war. 
Absolutely at end of 
resources and disheartened trying to 
obtain mere existence. 
Musical, artls 
tic, well educated, fluent French. Will 
any lady help?' 
There is an unusual number of worn 
en desiring to dispose o f jewelry and 
other luxuries, suggesting they are In 
need of funds. 
“A lady,” reads one 
aueh advertisement, “w’ishes to dls[x>se 
of her fox stole muff (black); quite 
new; this season’s atyle; cost £10; ac­ 
cept 50 shillings.” And there is a “dog 
lover” who will part with some prize 
dogs “for the benefit of the Belgian 
refugees.” 


Call Landaturm “Daddies.” 


“Russian soldiers have discovered a 
nickname for the German landstunn. 
They call them ‘daddies.’ ” writes the 
apodal correspondent of the Outro lios- 
■ii of Moscow. 
“The landsturm con- 
aista mostly of fat. middle aged burgh 
«rs of very good 
natured 
appear 
ance. yet it is this same class of troops 
who have so much distinguished them 
selves during the numerous incursion# 
if the Germans into Russian territory 
In the earliest days of the war. 
“So inoffensive do they look that the 
Russian soldiers cannot feel any ha­ 
tred for them. 
They shower upon 
them good natured remarks, saving: 
*Oh, yon daddy! 
Fancy you going to 
war with such a fat stomach!* 
“The prisoners, on their part, seem 
to feel the absence of all hatred in tha 
voice of their captors and confidently 
amiie back at them.” 


Soldiers’ “Hotel».”

Russian agents secured 
possession <it several of the windmills 
during engagem ents nmi signaled by 
turning the wheels so as to disclose to 
the Russiau troops tin* movements of 
the enemy 
behind the ridges upon 
which the w indmills stood. The strata 
gem was discovered, and many agents 
working it were shot. 
“Another device, to me one of the 
most spectacular 1 have ever seen in 
w arfare and w hlch Ls not generally 
known, is tin* following: Barbed wire 
Is in us»* ht*re. as everywhere, partieu 
larly to protect field and machine 
guns 
Now, it happens that East Prus 
sia is largely a grazing country.

agine the awful and thrilling spectacle 
of a troop of Cossacks sweeping down 
upon one of these batteries, driving 
sheep and cattle before them right on 
Into the tangled m ass of wire, cluirg 
ing their horses over tin* platform of 
flesh and sabering the gunners in the 
very trenches behind. 
This plan was 
quickly followed by the Germans, who 
were equally fe&rl»»** und successful 
in carrying it ou t” 


Kisses His Son’s Flag. 
The flag of the Eighty-first French 
infantry, riddled w ith bullets and fray 
ed by shell fire, was brought hack a 
glorious invalid to the regimental head 
q uartifs at Montpellier. 
In the court 
of honor barracks the tiag was pre­ 
sented to the trtK)ps, who lined up he 
fore it with their officers at their head 
Opposite the troojis stood the family 
of the sublieutenant and the standard 
bearer, who f**11 on the held of battle. 
The flag was carried by three wounded 
ollieers. The commander having made 
a moving speech, the father of the 
dead standard bearer approached the 
flag and pressed his lips to Its folds. 
Queen With Army In Field. 
The queen of the Belgians is w ith 
her husband at the headquarters of the 
Belgian army and is his constant com 
panion except when King Albert ap 
proaebcH the firing line to encourage 
and direct tils troops. 
M. HuLsmaus. a Belgian minister of 
state, In announcing the fact added 
th at King Albert was showing great 
stoicism and that Queen Elizabeth was 
sharing his perils and giving an ex 
ample of diginty and courage worth) 
of classic times. 


Unusual Honor For Hero. 
A picturesque incident illustrative of 
London in wartime occurred iu Victo­ 
ria street. With bikgpipes playing mar 
tial airs a company of the Loudon Scot 
tish regiment was marching toward 
the nearby barracks when their cap 
tain spied among the crowds on the 
sidewalk a little Belgian colonel of 
cavalry In if»ld lace uniform, hut with 
his left arm in a sling. 
He was gaz 
ing with eager curissity upon the 
brawny lads iu kills. 
The captain 
promptly saluted the wounded Belgian 
and then gave the command, “Eyes 
right!” whereupon the company pass 
ed before the little colonel as If he 
were their reviewing officer. The com 
piiment brought tears to the colonel’s 
eyes, and he stood rigidly at salute un 
til the last of the column had gone by. 


Girl» Help Dig Trenche». 
A dispatch to the Reuter’s Telegram 
company fram Petrogrnd says: 
To the local peasantry, among them 
many girls, is attributed In part the 
failure of the German attempts to 
cross the Vistula during the recent 
fighting. The girls aided the Russian 
soldier* by digging trenches.
